robbers struck a two aud brolcn a wheel 
The robbers, still closely panned, aban 
donod thoir rig, and onu hid behind i 
tank, where hu was soon cupturud, am 
the uther, with tho gun, ran into a ban 
near by. The barn was surrounded, 1m 
the bandit held the crowd at buy. Hi 
was called upon to surrouder, but reso 
hut-ly refused, and said he would novel 
be tiixen alive. 
After a parley tho crowd partially nn 


ttert tho captured robber and compeUet 
him to sot flrn to the barn. The ad 
Taaciug flames finally forced him t 
come out, but ho still refused to stir 
render and the crowd of citiwins fired 
voUVy at him. Ho foil dead, pierced b 
three ball»ts. Two took effect in th 
head and ouo in tho sidi) aud either 
would havo been fatal. 


It was with tlio ntmo-.t diiTioulty that 


the angrv crowd was prevented from 
wreaking"vengeance ou tho robber that 
wns Jive, but Sheriff Payne hustled 
hmi into a buggy and drove rapidly 
back to town. A crowd of several hun- 
dred had gathered at tho jail when tho 
•herill reached theio with his prisoner. 
There wore loud cries of "Shoot him," 
"hand him," but the officer managed to 
«ludn the mob and land his trembling 
priHonar nofely behind tho bars.

COURSE OF TIME. 


Kotablo KlcvAllutu} Tlmt Are Slowly Crum- 


bliu]r uncl ltecotulu£ Smaller—Awful Cn- 
tiutroiibt! That 1>IVI1 the Village oi E 
Process, of Change. 


A French professor told tbo rccoiil 


scientific cougresa iu Home that "al 
ruouutaiiis will vanish off thofacoof tho 
earth in course of time. " Wo do noi 
d^ubt it, for it is divinely foretold tiiat 
tbo earth it.solf will disnyjiear at tho OIK 
of time. However, tho frenchman's 
prophecy is already in course of realiza- 
tion. Tho Ardennes, tlio Pyrenees and 
tlio mountains of Provence nro goiug to 
poioes by degrees in onr own ago. Tbe 
mighty Himalayas, us if weary of "rear- 
ing thoir forms sublime" through so 
many generations, nodded their heads 
iu ono place two years ago and hurlor 
into tho valleys below a mass of debii?

by pinched sideways, its sudden shallow- 
ing and widening where tho t-oil is soft- 
er, and the panio striclcon ants or bo- 
draggled beetles aro caught in their 
miniature woiid and routed as men aro 
on ii larger scale. Ton feet square of 
back yard iw'.iy illustrate tho succession 
of events which make seas shallower 
and mountains lower. Tbo surcharged 
warm floud gets a chill as it caresses tbo 
head of some digniilod peak, tho sudden 
cond. nsation wpsuts "tho shower out of 
tlio .itntosphoro's myriad cell buckets, 
and tho torn nt mshos down tho breasts 
and limbs of tho mountains so swiftly 
thafc tlio surprised soil catches tbe spirit 
of panic and forgets to obey gravitation 
until ii: finds itsolf at sou and almost out 
of sight of shore. That transfer of oarth 
loaves the hills thinner and deposits 
that which makes tho river or bay or 
tea somewhat less deep.

PRUNING NEWLY SET TREES. 


DUfcrent KethoOi Adopted For Peacb and 


Btandurd Pear tuad Apple Tree*. 


The amount of pruning to be clone is 


a disputed point. Some are opposed to 
ninob catting back, while others ont 
youug trees, ospocially peach trees, 
down to nieru shrubs at both ends. The

more usual way is to whip prano the 
tree. The aim of all is the same — name- 
ly, to produce a good, stiff foundation 
on which to taild up tho branches at 
proper height. Fig. 1 of tha aocompa' 
nying illustration, from a bullotiii of 
the Cornell auivcrsity fltation, shows a 
well grown, strong peach tree, and Fig. 
2 tha same tree properly prnued. This 
stylo of handling peaoh trees usually 
gives cxcolhmt results. Professor Bailey 
thinks it bettor to leave epnra with at 
least one br.rl than to trim to a mere 
whip. There Bhonl'l also be a nninhor 
of strong, bright bucls left upon tho 
top, for these are tho points where early 
growth begins, he says. 


For standard pear and apple trees of 


fair size American Gardening adopts a 
different stylo of pruning. In Fig. 8 we 
see a strong, well grown and well 
branched poar troo. . Tho fiamo tree, 
properly trimmed for planting, is shown 
in Fig. 4. A small number (from throe 
to five) of tho best branches are left and. 
these headed hack to within a few buds 
cuoh. Tho branches left on, of course, 
mast bo carefully selected, so that tho 
stubs start from tho body at the proper 
height to form a good top. 


Usually wo cut the'faeos back in the 


manner here suggested before planting. 
Professor Bailey suggests leaving the 
tops on until after tho trees are set, 
since one can thsn better estimate tho 
proper boight of starting tho top, tho 
operation is easier done, and there is no 
further danger of breaking off tho limbs 
by the handling of tho trees. 


lludillDff anil Grafting. 


The applo is propagated by budding 


upon the seedling apple root, and also 
hy grafting on tho same root. In bud- 
ding it is necessary to nso good, strong, 
thrifty Pto( ks. In grafting also nood 
stocks should bo employed, and enough 
of thu root should bo used so thtit the 
graft mayunito mid start well and grow 
vigoronsly. There is Hnmo confusion 
about grafting which should not exist. 
Grafting oil pieces of rout is convct, 
providing the piocoi, aro large enough. 
Onr practice is to nso the root of one 
seedling for a grtift. 
Sorno makn morn 


grafts from tho flingioroot, but this is a 
mistake, we think. Tho pear is propa- 
gated by budding and grafting, but at 
tho present time almost exclusively by 
budding at the north. In tho south some 
varieties, liko Keiffer and Lo Conte, 
may bo grown from cuttings, but oven 
there it is only in a few localities that 
fheso varieties can bo successfully grown 
in that way. Tho best method of prop- 
agating tho plum is by budding upon 
tho pTnm, writes a noted horticulturist 
to Knral Now Yorker. 


A DfBirabto Shrub. 


Tecoma staus is a very decorative 


lawn plant, f-tntoly in appearance and 
with vivid green foliage and golden yel- 
low, 
trumpet 
shaped blossoms. 
It 


blooms continuously and profusely, and 
its branches aro often weighted down 
with its mmlth of flowers. 
Tho assur- 


ance is given in Gardening that if cnt 
down by frost it soon grows up again. 
Its blossoms are followed by peculiarly 
shaped fruit, each of which contains a 
hard shelled seed which, when planted, 
germinates very readily, Tho plant is 
also increased by root division and from 
cnrtiug4. 
When in tho prime of its 


bounty — that is, when covered with 
blossoms and fruit — it calls forth ex- 
clamations of praise from all who be- 
hold it.

Wbi> Owim a Line Tree? 


A case bns been tried in Philadelphia 


as to tho ownership of a tree on the line 
between two properties. It is a maple 
tree, two-thirds of tho trunk toing on 
one side and one-third on the property 
of the one threatening to cut the troo 
away. This is presumptive proof that 
tho tree started on tho property of the 
one objecting to the tree's destruction. 
As tho one desiring to cut it away per- 
mitted its growth to extend within his 
lino he can probably have no say in the 
tree's destruction. The court favored 
this view. 
An injunction was granted 


restraining tho cutting away of the tree. 
Only a joint agreement can cut the tree 
away, says Median's Monthly. 


Eiomo Hardy TrecB. 


Hero aro some uees vouched for as 


being very hardy by T. H. Hawkins of 
Vermont: The Asiatic poplar, which 
grows rapidly fcnm cuttings. It is said 
to bo a valuable timber troo. Elaiaguns 
angustifolius proves perfectly hardy and 
n rapid grower in northeastern Ver- 
mont. 
It is a very striking tree. Its 


thorns aro Bhstr|i as noodles, and its 
small, thick, olive gfiQii foliage hides 
them from ijbti'je. Hhcpherdin, argeutn, 
a tall, thin branched nuiall tree, is noted 
for its oddity ns well as hardiness.

and Chicago. I say this with the Allo- 
ghany luoimtnfos almost staring llie i" 
tbo faco. 
Wouoipht lose time going up 


that range, bur engineers, as a rnlo, like 
to coiibt, nnd wouldn't: they slide down 
tho other hide with a roadbed minus 
curves and grade crossings' In tho mat- 
ter of cost iu'maUng improvement?, 
t'e\v people are awuru of tho expense at- 
tached thereto.

"Tho advantages of fa^t, train service 


on well built and well equipped railroads 
are not coiifiued to the onrrying of pas- 
sengers swiftly from uno pomt to anoth- 
er. They are felt all through tho operat- 
ing department of a road and exeroihc 
an important disciplinary influence. The 
running of such oxtraordinary fast trains 
as the Congressional limited and the 
Empire State express has hail a wonder- 
ful efteot in increasing thu vigilance and 
efficiency of all tho train hands. Tho 
schedules on which such trains are run 
reqniro tho most arbitrary enforcement, 
and they consequently keep tho men nil 
along the line traversed constantly ou 
tho alert.

tho remarkable careers of tho Congres- 
sional, the Royal Bine wucl thu Empire 
btnto express. 
These ore the fastest 


trains in this country and have beeu 
running several years lack, and, with 
ono unimportant exception, have xuet 
wHb no mishap. 
These trains pass 


through year after year without a sin- 
gle mishap, and I believe it is all from 
the discipline put upon, the employees 
by the fast earvioo.
